PREFACE. 


O the general hiſtory of Kingſton, ſo well 
underſtood, little or nothing new is to be 
faid in addition. I had entertained the hope, 
however, that the records of the town might 
have afforded ſome anecdotes relating to it, wor- 
thy of the peruſal of the reader ; but in this I 
was miſtaken, not having been ſo ſucceſsful as 
to meet with any thing there either intereſting 
or curious, There are ſeveral old books of 
churchwardens and overſeers accounts, where- 
in there is little worthy of notice beyond the dif- 
ference they exhibit between the price of pro- 
viſions and labour at the time they were written 
and the preſent, Of this Mr. Lyſons has taken 
notice, in his Hiſtorical Account of the Environs 
within Twelve Miles of London; wherein he has 
comprized moſt of the particulars to be met 
with in the different authors who have treated 
upon Kingſton before,

Accurate as he is in his general deſcription, 
this Gentleman ſeems to have fallen into an 
error in one place, where he ſtates that King- 
<« ſton ceaſed to be a borough, in conſequence 
c of a petition from the corporation (recorded 
« in the Town-Clerk's Office) the prayer of 
« which was, that they might be relieved from 
« the burden of ſending Members to Parlia- 
ce ment ;”—and in ſupport of which he refers 
the reader to Wills's Motitia Parliamentaria. 
But this I apprehend is a miſtake ; for J have 
peruſed this author, without being able to meet 
with any ſuch paſſage; and I have ſearched and 
made enquiries, but in vain, for the petition. 
It is more than probable, therefore, that this 
privilege was loft merely by diſcontinuance, as 
was the caſe with ſeveral other places; and a 
ſhort examination of the ancient method of 
carrying into execution the elective franchiſe 


will doubly warrant this ſuppoſition. 


* Neither preſcription nor the ancient char- 
ters of any of our Kings, appear to have conſtitu- 
red the primary and original right by which 
cities and boroughs formerly ſent citizens and 
burgeſſes to parliament. + It was not till con- 
ſiderably after the union of the houſes of York

+ Author of the Tranſlation of Sully's Memoirs. 
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and Lancaſter, that it became a practice to grant 
charters to places, empowering them with this 
privilege. There is one inſtance to the con- 
trary noted in Willis's book, as early as King 
Edward IV. who, by a charter dated 29th of 
November 1448, emprivileged Wenlock Magna, 
in the county of Shropſhire, to ſend one burgeſs 
to parliament ; which is the firſt precedent, ac- 
cording to the ſame author, that occurs in the 
charter of any borough. But it was a thing by 
no means common at that time, nor became ſo - 
till the reign of Henry VIII. and Edward VI. 
when we meet with many inſtances, 


* Before that period it was left wholly to the 
ſheriff of each county to name and direct which 
were boroughs, and which not, by virtue of the 
general and indefinite clauſe contained in the 
King's writs of ſummons of parliaments iſſued 
to the ſheriffs of every county, prior to the aſ- 
ſembling of every ſuch parliament. In that age 
of our political ſimplicity, when the ſpirit of 
party and the rage of faction were alike un- 
known, there was not ſuch a general ambition 
ot being called to the ſenate as at preſent ; + 
but the perſons elected, as well as the perſons 
electing them, eſteemed it rather a burthen and

an inconvenience, than an honour and an ad- 
vantage ; and therefore, after being choſen, leſt 
they ſhould neglect to repair to che convention, they 
had ſureties (called Manucaptors) for their ap- 
pearance there. The form of the royal mandate 
to the ſheriffs was in this manner ; —** Tibi 
e præcipimus firmiter injungentes quod de co- 
« mitatu prædicto duos milites, et de gualibet 
e gi vitate ejuſdem comitatus duos cives, et de 
&* quolibet burgo duos burgenſes de diſcretioribus 
e et ad laborandum potentioribus, &c. fine di- 
« latione eligi et eos ad nos ad dictos diem et 
ce locum venire facias; ita quod, &c. dicti cives 
<« et burgenſes pro ſe et pro communitate civita- 
t tum et burgorum prædictorum diviſim ab ipſis 
ce (militibus comitatus) habeant ad faciendum 
« et conſentiendum hiis quæ tunc de communi 
*« conſilio contigerit ordinari,” &c. Under the 
authority of thete general words de qualibet civi- 
tate, et de quolibet burgo, each ſheriff, accord- 
ing to his own will and diſcretion, fent the writ 
directed to him, or the precepts grounded on 
it, to whatſoever cities or boroughs he pleaſed, 
uing an arbitrary power in the execution of this 
office, either as his judgment directed, or favour 
and partiality ſwayed him *; this evidently ap- 
pears in the difference we find between their ſe- 
veral returns; ſome ſheriffs returning more bo-

roughs and burgeſſes than their predeceſſors; 
others fewer; ſome omitting thoſe very boroughs 
which their predeceſſors had returned; and 
others again cauſing elections and returns to be 
made for ſuch new boroughs as never elected or 
ſent any members either before or tine the time 
of cheir ſhrievalties. | | 


The firſt returns extant of knights, citizens, 
and burgefles, are 26 Edward I.; and in the 
return made for Wiltſhire, in that year, annexed 
to the writ, there were returned two knights for 
the county, two citizens for New Sarum, two 
burgeſſes for Downton, two burgeſſes for the 
Devizes, two for the borough of Chippenham, 
and two for Malmeſbury, with their Manucap- 
tors; and the writ was alſo ſent to the conſtable 
of Marlborough, and to the bailiffs of the liber- 
ty of Calne and Worthe, who returned no an- 
ſwer. Theſe were the only places that the ſheriff 


of this year made his precepts to, and returns for 
accordingly, 


In the returns of knights, citizens, and bur- 
geſſes to ſerve for the ſame county, 12 Ed- 
ward III. after the return of the knights, the 
ſheriff for that year returned only two citizens for 
New Sarum, two burgeſſes for Wilton, and two 
for Downton, with Manucaptors; and then for 
two bu rgeſſes for Marlborough, the writ was 

B 3 returned 
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returned to the conſtable of the caſtle of Marl- 
borough, becauſe it could not be executed by 
the ſheriff in that liberty; and the conſtable gave 
-him no anſwer. The ſheriff then, it appears, 
made his precept and return for theſe two bo- 
roughs only ; one of which was not returned in 
the 26 Edward I.; and then after his anſwer 
concerning Marlborough, he cloſes his return 
thus: — Non ſunt plures civitates, neque 
t burgi, infra ballivam meam,” that is within 
the county; notwithſtanding Bedwin, Calne, 
Chippenham, Cricklade, Devizes, Ludgerſhall, 
Malmeſbury, and Marlborough (but eſpecially 
the two latter) had frequently returned burgeſſes 
to Mes 4g before, 


In the return of the 36th year of the ſame 
reign, after the knights for the county, and two 
citizens for New Sarum, there were by the 
ſheriff for that year returned two burgeſſes for 
Wilton, two for the borough of Old Sarum, 
two for the borough of Downton, two for the 
borough of Chippenham, two for the borough 
of Calne, two for the borough of Marlborough, 
two for the borough of Devizes, two for the 
borough of Malmeſbury, two for the borough of 
Cricklade, and two for Bedwin ; and then after 
the names of the burgeſſes for theſe ten boroughs, 
with their Manucaptors, the ſheriff cloſes his 

return with theſe words, Et non ſunt plures 
ce ctyitates 


< civitates nec burgi in comitatu prædicto, ideo 
se jnde ulterius nihil actum eſt ;” and there are 
no more cities nor boroughs within the ſaid 
county, and therefore there is nothing arr 
done in this matter.” 


In this return, notwithſtanding the ſheriff re- 
turned that there were no more cities nor bo- 
roughs within his county, yet he left out Lud- 
gerſhall, which had ſent burgeſſes to parliament 
7 Edward II.; twice in the 8th of Edward II.; 
and the 4th, 14th, and 33d of Edward III.; as 
the returns of thoſe years ſhew. | 


In the 43 Edward III. the ſheriff returns only 
the names of the knights, citizens for New Sa- 
rum, and burgeſſes for Wilton, Old Sarum, 
Marlborough, the Devizes, Malmeſbury, Crick- 
lade, and no more; making no return for 
Calne, Chippenham, Bedwin, or Ludgerſhall, 
nor any excuſe why he did not, 


In the 26 Edward I. the ſheriff of Bucking- 
hamſhire made this return on the dors of the 
writ, “ Nulli ſunt cives, nec burgenſes in com. 
c predict. nec civitas nec burgus, propter quod 
<« cives nec burgenſes coram vobis venire facere 
* non poſſum.” There are no citizens nor 
burgeſſes in the county aforeſaid, nor city nor 

B 4 borough; . 
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rough; for which cauſe I cannot make citizens 
or burgeſſes to come before you.” 


In the 28th of the ſame 1 reign, the ſheriff re- 


turned for Agmondeſham, Wycomb, and Wen- 
dover, two burgeſſes each, who were elected 
by thoſe places. f 


In the 3oth year of the ſame reign, there were 
only two burgeſſes returned for Wycomb, and 
none for either Agmondeſham or Wendover. 


In the 1ſt and and Edward II. the then ſhe- 
riffs returned two burgeſſes for Wycomb, two 


for Wendover, two for Agmondeſham, and two 
for Great Marlow. 


And in the 6 Edward II. the ſheriff returned 
« Nulla ſunt civitates in com. Bucks, nec etiam 
„ burg}, præter in villa de Wycombe.” There 
are no cities nor boroughs in the county of Buck- 
inghamſhire, except in the town of Wycomb.” 
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In the 12th of the ſame King, Wycomb alone 
is returned in Bucks; and in the cloſe of the re- 
turn, © Nulla eft civitas, nec plures burgi in bal- 
« liva mea.” There is no city nor more boroughs 
in my bailiwick ; and ſo no other boroughs were 
returned in this county until after the reign of 
Edward IV. or the parliament in 1641. Beſides 


theſe

theſe few inſtances which I have ſelected, there 
are divers omiſſions of many other inconſiderable 
boroughs for 50, 100, 150, and from that to 
300 or more years, grounded upon the like re- 
returns; ſome of which only ſent burgeſſes once 
or twice before the years 1640—1 *. For in- 
ſtance, Cockermouth, in the county of Cumber- 
land, made two returns; one in the reign! of 
Edward I. and one in Edward III.; but none 
afterwards till 1640, ſince which it has regularly 
ſent two +. Tregony likewiſe, in Cornwall, made 
two returns to parliament in the reign of Ed- 
ward I, but no more till the ;th of Queen Eliza- 
beth. Thus it was alſo in Yorkſhire, Lincoln- 
ſhire, Dorſetſhire, Devonſhire, Somerſet, South- 
ampton, Surrey, Suſſex, and moſt, if not all the 
counties in England, where there were at the 
time of making the returns, any ſmall, poor, or 
inconſiderable boroughs ; and where the ſheriffs 


were more or leſs kind to them, they returned or 
omitted them at pleaſure, 


And to ſuch a length was this practice of the 
ſneriffs carried, that there was a law paſſed in 


the 5 Richard II. that if any ſheriff ſhould from 
thencetorth be negligent in making his returns 
of writs of the parliament, or ſhould leave out 
of the ſaid returns any cities or boroughs that

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were bound, and of old time were wont to come 
to parliament, he ſhould be puniſhed in the 
ſame manner as was accultomed to be done in 
the ſaid caſe in time paſt.. But notwithſtanding 
this law, the ſheriffs ſtill continued to act in 
many inſtances as they had done before, 


By this then it is evident, that from the 23 
Edward I. when the firſt writs were iſſued for 
the choice of citizens and burgeſſes, and alſo 
during the ſeveral reigns/of Edward II. and III. 
Richard II. Henry IV. V. and VI. and Ed- 
ward IV. it was left ſolely to the diſcretion and 
Judgment of the ſheriffs to determine which bo- 
roughs were fit and able to ſend burgeſſes, and 
which not; and if any borough, once able, 
became poor and indigent, and unable to pay 
the expences of their burgeſſes, or had none fit 
to chuſe, it was conſidered as affording juſt 
grounds for the ſheriff to excuſe them from the 
trouble and charge of electing and ſending mem- 
bers, notwithſtanding the ſtatutes 5 Richard II. 
c. 4. — 1 Henry V. c. 1. — 8 Henry VI. c. 7. 

and 23 Henry VI. c. 15. | | 


'The charters of ancient boroughs (as Prynne 
obſerves) contained no clauſe or grant for the 
choice or election of burgeſſes to ſerve in parlia- 
ment; and he ſtates further, that he had never 
heard of nor ſeen any particular directions from 

| the 
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the King and Council, or others, to tlie ſheriffs, 
for the ſending their precepts to this or that bo- 
rough only, and not to others. 


Nor during the whole of theſe ſeveral reigns 
do we find that the boroughs ever complained 
of the ſheriffs for not returning them, or ne- 
glecting to ſend their precepts to them; nor did 
they ever remonſtrate as being hardly uſed or 
dealt with, not accounting it at that time any ad- 
vantage, honour, or privilege to be bound to ſend 
burgeſles to parliament *; but, on the contrarv, 
it being reputed a burthen and grievance, where 
poor and ſmall boroughs were obliged to ſend 
them, as was the caſe with Toriton, in Devon- 
ſhire, that petitioned the King in parliament to 
be diſcharged from ſending burgeſſes; ſtating 
that it was a great trouble and charge, and to 
their manifeſt damage and depreſſion. 


- This borough, as appears by the returns be- 
fore the 42 Edward III. had upon ſeveral writs 
and precepts elected and returned burgeſſes to 
no leſt than thirty-two parliaments, and had at 
that time two burgeſſes returned for the parlia- 
ment of 42 Edward III. which began the 1ſt of 
May. No ſooner was this parliament aſſembled, 
than the bailiffs, burgeſſes, and whole common-

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alty of Toriton exhibited their domphint by 
petition to the King in parliament, ſetting forth 
that they ought not to be burthened with the 
ſending any men out of the town to parliament, 
for the reaſons expreſſed in this memorable pa- 


tent of exemption from ſending burgeſſes to 
any parliaments.

It is obſervable that, notwithſtanding this pa- 
tent, exempting the men and borough of Toriton 
from being obliged to ſend burgefles to any 
future parliaments; yet the very next year, 
43 Edward III. and hikewiſe an. 46, 47, 50 
Edward III. — 5, 6, 7, 8, and 20 Richard II. 
and 1 and 5 Henry IV. they conſtantly found 
and ſent two burgeſſes themſelves, or had them 
returned for them by the ſheriff; but ſince the 
5 Henry IV. till his time, the ſame author ob- 
ſerves that they never had any burgeſſes returned

that 
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that he could find by record or hiſtory. From 
which he is induced to believe, that this miſin- 
formation was either diſproved by the ſheriff of 
Devon, or others, upon better ſearch of the rolls 
and memorials of Chancery ; and thereupon this 
patent revoked or declared null in law, becauſe 
grounded upon a falſe information, or elſe becauſe 
Toriton was an ancient borough, not fit to be 
exempted from ſending burgeſſes to future par- 
liaments, as the ſtatute 5 Richard II. declared 


the old law of England to be. 


Theſe circumſtances conſidered, will, I con- 
ceive, afford ſufficient room for belief, that the 


true reaſon of * Kingſton having diſcontinued 


to ſend burgeſſes was, not becaule of any peti- 
tion being ever preſented for ſuch exemption, 
but becauſe the ſheriff omitted, either through 
favour or from ſome other motive, to ſend his

With regard to the number of returns ever 
made by that place, I obſerve Mr. Lyſons fol- 
lows the author of the Notitia Parliamentaria, 
who ſtates only four, namely in the 4, 5, and 
6 Edward II. and 47 Edward III. whereas 
Prynne, Camden, the Magna Britannia, and the 
Hiſtory of Surry, make them five, by adding to 
the above four the 26th Edward III. allo: 
though Prynne, it is true, in his account of the 
names of the burgeſſes, omits thoſe who ſerved 
in the latter ; which may be owing to the return 
having been loſt, or not found when. the others 
were : and the copy of it 1s alſo wanting in the 
archives of the town, where tkey have copies of 
the four other returns taken from the originals 
found in the Tower, The following is a lift of 
the burgeſſes who were returned by that place, 
and the parliaments they ſerved in :

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| Now had ſuch a petition been preſented to 
be freed. from that burthen, ſome trace of it, I 
ſhould think, muſt have been met with ; and 
if an entire copy had not been preſerved, yet 
minutes at leaſt would have been regiſtered. Be- 
ſides, ſo accurate an obſerver as Prynne 'gene- 
rally was, would hardly have ſuffered this cir- 
cumſtance to have eſcaped his notice; and he 
only mentions it as among thoſe many places 
which were obliged to make returns at one time, 
and were excuſed at another, merely at the ca- 
price of the ſheriff. There are ſeveral other * au- 
thors too, and particularly Willis, who take no- 
tice of this place having formerly ſent members, 
but ſtate merely that the privilege is now loſt, 
without ſay ing a word of any petition; which, 
had there really been any ſuch, it is mote than 
likely that ſome one of them would have been 
acquainted with. 

The only grounds upon which ſuch a petition 
could ever have been preſented, muſt have been 
on account of their poverty and inability to pay 
their burgeſſes, and becauſe they were unjuſtly 
compelled to make a return. Now, with regard 
to the firſt part of the allegation, the truth would

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be at variance with the aſſertion, and the plea of 
poverty could not be ſuſtained by the fact; for 
Kingſton was always a place of ſufficient wealth 
to have afforded the expences of its burgeſſes 
with much more eaſe than many other places 
which paid them from the firſt, without the leaſt 
complaint. Indeed,-from-every-former account, 
it appears that it has much fallen from its ori- 
ginal conſequence ; and that its trade has di- 
miniſhed as well as its markets dwindled away, a 
compared with what they formerly were. This 
being the caſe then, what room is there to pre- 
tend that it was not equally able to have ſup- 
ported its burgeſſes expences with Guildford, 
Downton, Wilton, the Devizes, Old Sarum, 
Calne, Chippenham, and many others, who with 
much more propriety might have pleaded their 
poverty in excule ? 


Such a report, W has certainly 
been eredited about Kingſton, that it had ceaſed 
to ſend members, in conſequence of a petition, 
pray ing to be exempt from that burthen, which 
it was not able to ſupport. But how, or from 
what ſuch a report ever aroſe, is more than I 
could ever learn. With all the enquiry could 
make, I have never been able to meet with any 
one who had ſeen ſuch a petition, or any written 
account or trace of i it, though Dany who pretend

Whereas John, lately King of England, 
our progenitor, by his letters patent, bear- 
ing date the 23d day of September, in the 
tenth year of his reign, granted to his free- 
men of Kyngeſton, his town of Kyngeſton, 
with all its appurtenances in feefarm, to 
have and to hold to them and their heirs, 
of him the late King, and his heirs, in their 

own 
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own hands for ever entirely, together with 
all the liberties. and. free cuſtoms, which 
the ſaid town Was accuſtomed and.ought 
to have at the time when it was in the 


2 hand of the late King, paying therefore at 
his exchequer by their. hand, yearly, fiſty 


pounds of Glver; that is to ſay, half at the 
Eaſter exchequer, and half at the Michael - 
mas exchequer; of which fifty pounds,

tracts, matters, and perſonal things whatſo- 
ever within that town and liberty, and the 
members and appurtenances of the ſame, 
ariſing or happening, although they ſhould 
reach or exceed the ſum of torty ſhillings, 
according to the law and cuſtom of our 
kingdom of England ; and to be defended 
m ſuch like pleas and actions by their own 
attachment to be levied, and on account 
of the inſufficiency of their goods and 
chattels, lands, and tenements, through 
which they might take their attachment 
or diſtreſs, to bring them by attachment 
and arreſt of their bodies for a plea in 
that court, and hear all and every of thoſe 
things according to the law and cuſtom 
of our kingdom aforeſaid ; and may end, 
diſcuſs, and terminate them by the like 
proceſſes, judgments, determinations, and 
executions of the judges, by which the 
decrees, pleas, and actions, in our courts 
are finithed and determined.

thyngs dyd graunte for hym and his 
heires, to the freemen of the ſaid towne

PHILIP AND MARY, by the grace of

of the Faith, Princes of Spain and Sicily, 
Archdukes of Auſtria, Dukes of Milan, 
Burgundy and Brabant, Counts of Haſ- 
purg, Flanders, and Tirol.

theſe our preſent letters ſhall come, greet- 


ing. We have inſpected the letters pa- 
tent of confirmation of Lord Edward VI. 
lately King of England, the brother of 
our very dear Queen aforeſaid, made in 
theſe words: Edward VI. &c. [The char- 
ter is here recited at length.) We, willing 
that thoſe bailiffs and freemen, their heirs 
and ſucceſſors, may fully and quietly have,

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uſe, and enjoy all the premiſes of our ſpe- 
cial fayour, certain knowledge, and mere 
motion, have given, granted, and confirm- 
ed; and by theſe our letters patent, for us 
and the heirs and ſucceſſors of our afore- 
ſaid Queen, as much as in us is, do give, 
grant, and confirm to the aforeſaid bailiffs 
and freemen, and their ſucceſſors for ever,

Tenants in ancient Demeſne) from paying 
Toll, or being, ſummoned on Furies. 


ELIZABETH, by the grace of God, of 
England, France, and Ireland, Queen, De- 
fender of the Faith, &c. To all and ſin- 
gular juſtices, ſherifts, mayors, eſcheators, 
coroners, ſtewards, conſtables, miniſters, 
and all other officers and faithful ſubjects, 
as well within the liberty as out, to whom 
theſe preſent letters ſhall come, greeting. 
Whereas, according to the cuſtom of our 
kingdom of England, hitherto obtained 
and approved of, the men and tenants of 
the ancient demeſne of the crown of Eng- 
land, are and ought to be quit from the 
payment of toll throughout all our realm; 
and according to the cuſtom aforeſaid, the 
men and tenants of the ancient demeſne 
of our crown aforeſaid, have always 
hitherto, from time whereof the memory 
of man is not, been accuſtomed to be quit 
trom contribution of the expence of 

| knights 
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knights coming to the parliament of us, 
or our progenitors, formerly Kings of 


England, for the community of the ſame 


county. And alſo, according to the ſame 
cuſtom, the men and tenants of the ma-

ELIZABETH, by the grace of God, of 
England, France, and Ireland, Queen, 
Defender of the Faith, &c. To all to whom 
theſe letters ſhall come, greeting. 

Be it known that we, upon the humble 
petition of our beloved ſubjects the bai- 
liffs and freemen, and inhabitants of our 
town of Kingſton upon Thames, in our 
county of Surry, for a grammar ſchool to be 
made and eſtabliſhed within the pariſh of 
Kingſton aforeſaid, in our ſaid county of 
Surry, for the education and inſtruction 
of boys and children, do, of our ſpecial 
favour, certain knowledge, and mere ma- 
tion, grant and ordain for us and our heirs, 
that from hencefarth there be and ſhall 
be one grammar ſchool in the ſaid town 
of Kingſton upon Thames, which ſhall 
be called the Free Grammar School of Queen 
Elizabeth, for the education, teaching, and.

rolls of Michaelmas term, where it is 
granted, that the aforeſaid bailiffs and 
freemen ſhould be exonerated from the 
aforeſaid feefarm, exacted from them in 
form aforeſaid; and from all and ſingular 
arrears due, and ſums of money exacted 
from them, or for the ſame rent ; that 1s 
to ſay, from the aforeſaid time of the 
making the act above-mentioned, until 
the diflolution of the ſaid late Court to- 
wards our faid Lady the Queen, and be 
freed by virtue of the premiſes: And they 
ought not from henceforth to be bur-

This ſerves in ſome degree to elucidate the miſ- 
take occaſioned by the exemplification of a warrant 
to the Treaſury in the thirty-fourth year of the reign 
of Henry VIII. where it ftates the feefarm of the 
town to be 261. 6s. 8d.; whereas in fact it was only261, 
as appears by the charter of Henry V. who lowered 
it to that ſum, And by this preſent exemplification 
we find, that it was afterwards raiſed to 271, 88. 6d, 
but by what means, we are in the dark; only we know 
that it was unjuſtly, as this exemplification declares'; 
and accordingly it releaſes 288. 6d. which reduces it 
to the original ſum of 26l, Mr, Lyſons ſtates, in 
his account of this place, that Queen Mary remitted 
a further part of this 26l.; but as he profeſſes to have 
derived his information from a cartulary in the Town 
Clerk's Office, and as I have not been able to trace 
out any ſuch charter of Queen Mary, we may fairly 
conclude him to have. been deceived in this point, 
and particularly as a ſubſequent charter ſtates it to be

CHARTER OF QUEEN ELIZABETH. 


Grant to the Bailiffs and Freemen of Kingſton 
of divers Lands, Tenements, and Rents, 
towards the Maintenance of the Free School. 


ELIZABETH, by the grace of God, of 
England, France, and Ireland, Queen, 
H 4 Defender 
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Defender of the Faith, &c. To all to 

whom theſe preſent letters ſhall come, 

greeting. Whereas we, upon the hum- 

ble petition of our beloved ſubjects the 
Bailiffs and Freemen of our town of 
Kingſton upon Thames, in our county of 
Surry, for a Grammar School to be erected 
and ſet up, within the pariſh of Kingſton 
aforeſaid, in our ſaid county of Surry, for 
the inſtruction of Boys and Youths, by 
letters patent, ſigned under our great ſeal 
of England, bearing date at Weſtminſter, 
the firſt day of March, in the third year 
of our reign, willed, granted, and ordained, 
for us and our heirs, that there ſhould be 
thenceforth in future a Grammar School 
in the ſaid town of Kingſton upon Thames, 
which ſhall be called The Free Grammar 
School of Queen Elizabeth, for the Edu- 
cation, Inſtitution, and Inſtruction of 
Boys and Youths in the Grammar, to con- 
tinue in all future times: And we erected, 
created, ordained, declared, and founded 
by the ſame letters patent, that School 
of one Pedagogue or Maſter, and one Un- 
dermaſter or Uſher, to continue for ever; 
as by the ſame letters patent, among other 


things, is more plainly manifeſt and ap- 


pears. 
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pears. And whereas alſo, our very dear 
Father Henry the Eighth, late King of 
England, by a certain indenture, bearing 
date at Weſtminſter, the 5th day of May, 
in the twenty-eighth year of his reign; 
made between himſelf the late King, on 
the one part; and Richard Taverner, of 
London, Eſq. of the other part, delivered, 
granted, and to farm demiſed to the afore- 
ſaid Richard Taverner, all thoſe his meſ- 
ſuages and tenements, with the appur- 
tenances following, ſituate, lying, and 
being in the town of Kingſton upon 
Thames, in the county of Surry ; that is 
to ſay, One inn, called the George, with

hands: all which mefluages, lands, tene- 
ments, meadows, . feedings, paſtures, and 
all other the premiſes with the appurte- 
nances, are only valued at the clear an- 
nual rent of eighteen pounds nine 
ſhillings and ſeven-pence : to have, hold, 
and enjoy the aforeſaid meſſuages, lands, 
tenements, houſes, barns, ſtables, gardens, 
lands, woods, under woods, rents, revenues, 
ſervices, hereditaments, andalland other the 
premiſes, with all their appurtenances, to 
the aforeſaid bailiffs and freemen of our

CHARTER OF KING JAMES I.

- JAMES, SY the grace of God, of Eng- 
land, Scotland, France, and Ireland, King, 
Defender of the Faith, &c. To all to whom 
theſe preſent letters ſhall come, greeting. 
Whereas our town. of Kingſton upon 
Thames, in the county of Surry, is a very 


* Much of the premiſes granted by this charter 
have been converted into private property, and by 
fome means or other made away with; and this is 
what the Magna Britannia alludes to in the following 
paſſage, where it ſays the Free School at Kingſton 
vas erected by Queen Elizabeth, who well endowed 
it with good annual rents; but they are ſo much

ancient 
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ancient and populous town: And where - 
as alſo Lord Edward IV. late King of 
England, by his letters patent under the 
great ſeal of England, dated the 26th day 
of February, in the twentieth year of his 
reign, of his ſpecial favour and certain 
knowledge, granted and confirmed for 
himſelf and his heirs to the freemen of 
the town of Kingſton aforeſaid, that they 
ſhould be one body in deed and name, 
and one perpetual community, incorpo- 
rated of two bailiffs of that town and the 
men of the ſame town; and that they 
ſhould have a perpetual ſucceſſion; and 
that they and their ſucceſſors ſhould be 
called and named by the names of the 
Bailiffs and Freemen of the Town of King- 
{ton upon Thames, in the County of Surry ; 
and by thoſe names might plead and be 
impleaded, anſwer and be anſwered, in 
whatſoever courts of him or his heirs, or 
any others whomſoever. And that the 
aforeſaid bailiffs and freemen of that town, 
and their ſucceſſors, ſhould be perſons fit 
and capable in law to purchaſe lands and 
tenements to themſelves and their heirs in 
fee and perpetuity, and ſhould have a 
common feat to ſerve for the buſineſs and 
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affairs touching and concerning thoſe 
bailiffs and men; and from time to time 
may make and ordain ordinances and ſta- 
tutes within the ſame town, for the 
wholeſome” rule and governance of that 
town. And moreover he, the late King 
Edward IV. granted and confirmed by the 
ſame letters patent, to the ſame bailiffs 
and men, and their ſucceſſors, that they 
might have and hold within the town of 
Kingſton aforeſaid, every week, that is to 
ſay, on the Saturday of every ſuch week 
for ever, a court to be holden before thoſe 
bailiffs and their ſucceſſors, and the fte- 
ward of that town for the time being ; and 
that in the ſame courts thoſe bailiffs and 
their ſucceſſors, and the ſteward for the 
time being, may hear and determine before 
them all manner of pleas and actions, 
both of debt, covenant, account, deceit, 
detinue, as well of charters, wntings, 
muniments, goods and chattels, as of 
other things whatſoever, treſpaſſes both 
by force and arms, as otherwiſe done 
withernam, and other things to the con- 


tempt. of the aforeſaid King and his heirs, 


and of the ſtatutes; and of all perſonal 


contracts, matters, and things whatſoever 


ariſing 
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ariſing or happening Within that ton 
and the liberties, members, and appurte- 
nances of the ſame, although they ſhould 
reach or exceed the ſum. of forty ſhillmgs, 
by plaint, to be brought in that court, ac- 
cording to the law and cuſtom of the king- 
dom of England, and defend in ſuch like 
pleas and actions, the diſtreſſes by their 
attachment; and, on account of the inſuf- 
ficiency of goods and chattels by which 
they may be ſummoned, attached, or diſ- 
trained, to bring them by attachment and 
arreſt of their bodies to plead in that 
court ; and may hear all and ſingular thoſe 
things according to the law and cuſtom 
of our realm aforeſaid, and diſcuſs and de- 
termine them by the like proceſs, conſi- 
derations, judgments, and executions of 
the judges, that the like pleas and actions 
are brought to a termination in the courts 
of the ſaid King; with divers other liber- 
ties, grants, immunities, privileges, and 
pre- eminences in the ſame letters patent 
contained, as by the ſame letters patent, 
among other things, is more plainly mani- 
feſt and appears. 

Know ye that we, deſiring the improve- 
ment of the ſame town, and conſidering 
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the good and laudable ſervices hitherto 
often done to and beſtowed upon us and 
our progenitors by the bailiffs and free- 
men of the town of Kingſton upon Thames 
aforefaid; of our ſpecial favour, certain 
knowledge, and mere motion, do for us, 
our heirs and ſucceſſors, give, grant, and 
confirm to the aforeſaid bailiffs and free- 
men of the towen aforeſaid, and their ſuc- 
ceſſors for ever, that it may and ſhall be 
lawful for the ſame bailiffs and freemen, 


and their ſucceſſors for ever, that they or 


the major part of them for the time being, 
of whom we will that the bailiffs of the 


town of Kingſton aforeſaid, for the time 


being, be two, as often as it ſhall ſeem to 
them fit and necegary, may call together 
and hold within the Guildhall of the town 
aforeſaid; and may and may be able to 


have and hold there, in all future times, 


a certain court or convocation of the ſame 
bailiffs and freemen, or of the major part of 
them, of whom we will that the bailifls 
of the town of Kingſton atoreſaid, for the 
time being, be two; and in the fame, 
court or, convocation may and may be 
able to confer, treat, decree, and conſult 
upon ſtatutes, laws, articles, and ordi-

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nances touching and concerning the town 
of Kingſton upon Thames aforeſaid, and 
the liberties thereof, and the good regu- 
lation of the ſame, according to their 


ſound diſcretions, or according to the 


ſound diſcretions of the major part of the 


ſame, aſſembled in the ſaid Guildhall for 


the time being; of whom we will that the 
bailiffs of the town of Kingſton aforeſaid, 
tor the time being, be two; and that the 
bailiffs and freemen of the town aforeſaid 
and their ſucceſſors, for the time being, 
or the major part of the ſame, of Whom 
we will that the bailiffs of the town of 
Kingſton aforeſaid, for the time being 
be two; being aſſembled and gathered to- 
gether in the court or convocation afore- 
laid, may and ſhall have from time to time, 
and at all future times, full authority, 
power, and faculty to form, conſtitute, 
ordain, make, and decree, ſuch and ſuch 
like laws, inſtitutions, ordinances, and 
conſtitutions which to them, or the major 
part of the fame, of whom we will that

ſions, revenues, and hereditaments, for- 
merly or by theſe preſents given, granted, 
or aſſigned, or hereafter to be given or 
aſſigned to the aforeſaid bailiffs and free- 


men, 
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men, and their ſucceſſors, and other 
things and cauſes whatſoever, touching, 
or in any manner concerning the town 
aforeſaid, or the ſtate, right, and intereſt 
of the ſame town, and the liberty of the 
ſame: And that the bailiffs and freemen 
of the town aforeſaid for the time being, 
and their ſucceſſors, or the major part of 
them, of whom we will that the bailiffs 
of the ſaid town of Kingſton for the time 
being be two, as often as they ſhall have 
formed, made, ordained, or decreed, ſuch 
like laws, inſtitutions, decrees, ordinances, 
or conſtitutions, in form aforeſaid, may 
make, ordain, limit, and provide fuch and 
ſuch like pains, puniſhments, and penalties, 
by impriſonment of their bodies, or by 
fines, and amerciaments, or by both of 
them, on the part of and upon all offenders 
againſt ſuch like laws, inſtitutions, decrees, 
ordinances, and conſtitutions, or any one, 
or any of them, as and which to the ſame 
bailiffs and freemen for the time being, 
or the major part of them, of whom we 
will that the bailiffs of the ſaid town of 
Kingſton upon Thames for the time being 
be two, ſhall beſt ſeem neceſſary, fit, and 
requiſite for the obſerving and preſerving 
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the aforeſaid laws, ordinances, and con- 
ſtitutions: And that the aforeſaid bailiffs 
and freemen, and their ſucceſſors for ever, 


may and may be able to levy, recover, 


take, and have the ſame puniſhments, 
fines, and amerciaments to the proper aid 
and uſe of the aforeſaid bailiffs and free- 
men, and their ſucceſſors for ever, for the 
time being, without the hindrance of us, 
our heirs or ſucceſſors, or any officers or 
miniſters of us or our heirs or ſucceſſors, 


and without any payment or any account 


therefore to be paid, yielded, or made in 
any manner to us, our heirs or ſucceſſors: 
All and fingular which laws, ordinances, 
inſtitutions, and conſtitutions ſo to be 
made as aforeſaid, we will be obſerved, 
under the pumiſhments in the fame con- 
tained, yet ſo that the aforeſaid laws, 
ordinances, conſtitutions, puniſhments, 
penalties, fines, and amerciaments, nor 
any of them, be not repugnant nor con- 
trary to the Jaws, ſtatutes, rights, or cuſ- 
toms of our kingdom of England : And 
further we will, and by theſe preſents for 
us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, grant to the 
ſame bailiffs and freemen of the town 
aforeſaid, and their ſucceſſors, that theyand 

their 
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their ſucceſſors from henceforth for ever 
may have and hold, and may and may be 
able to have and hold within the town of 
Kingſton upon Thames aforeſaid, a court 
of record every Saturday in every week 
through the year for ever, before the bai- 
liffs of the town aforeſaid, and the ſteward 
of the court of the town aforeſaid for the 
time being; and in the abſenceof the afore- 
ſaid ſteward of that court, before the bai- 
lifts of the town aforeſaid, and the re- 
corder of the town aforeſaid for the time 
being, or two of them; and that they 
may hold in that court, by plaint, to be 


levied in the ſame court, all and all kinds 


of pleas, actions, ſuits, and perſonal de- 
mands, of whatſocver perſonal treſpaſſes, 
by force and arms, and of whatſoever other 
treſpaſſes done, committed, ariſing, happen- 
ing, or perpetrated, or hereafter to be done, 
committed, ariſe, happen, or be perpetrated 
within the town aforeſaid, the ſuburbs, 
limits, and precincts of the ſame, and the 
hundred of Kingſton and Elmebridge ; and 
of all and all manner of debts, pleas upon 
the caſe, deceit, account, covenant, detinue 
of charters, writings and muniments, and 
chattels, captions and detinues of cattle 
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and chattels, and other contracts whatſo- 
ever, ariſing, or in future happening to 
ariſe, from whatſoever cauſes. or things 
within the town aforeſaid, the ſuburbs, 
limits, and precincts of the ſame, and 
within the hundred of Kingſton, and 
Elmebridge aforeſaid, or any of them, 
although the ſame treſpaſſes, debts, ac- 
counts, covenants, deceits, detinues, or 
other contracts, ſhould reach or exceed 
the ſum or value of forty ſhillings; and 
that ſuch like pleas, plaints, ſuits, and ac- 
tions may be heard and determined there, 
before the bailiffs of the town aforeſaid, 
and the ſteward of that court for the time 
being; and in the abſence of the aforeſaid 
ſteward of the ſaid court, before the bai- 
liffs of the town aforeſaid, and the recorder 
of the town aforeſaid for the time being, 
or two of them, by ſuch and the like pro- 
ceſs, modes, and manners, according to 
the law and cuſtom of our kingdom of 
England, as is agreeable to our law, and in 
as ample a manner and form as is uſed 
and accuſtomed in any other court of re- 
cord in any city, borough, and town incor- 
porated within this our realm of England : 
And we will by theſe preſents, and of our 

boun- 
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bountiful ſpecial favour, and certain know- 
ledge, and mere motion, do for us, our heirs 
and ſucceſſors, grant to the aforeſaid bai- 
liffs and freemen of the town aforeſaid, 
and their ſucceſſors, that they may for ever 
have, enjoy, and take, and may be able to 
have, enjoy, take, and levy, to the proper 
uſe and profit of the aforeſaid bailiffs and 
freemen, all and all kinds of fines, iflues, 
amerciaments, forfeitures, and profits to 
be impoſed, proceed, fall, ariſe, happen, 
or be forfeited in the court aforeſaid, be- 
fore the aforeſaid bailiffs and the ſteward 
of the court aforeſaid, or before the bailiffs 
of the town aforeſaid and the recorder of 
the town aforeſaid, in the abſence of the 
ſaid ſteward of that court, or before two 
of them in that court: And that it may 
and ſhall be lawful for the aforeſaid bai- 
lifts and freemen of the town aforeſaid, 
and their ſucceſſors, for the better having 
and enjoying the ſame tines, iſſues, amer- 
ciaments, forteitures and profits, from time 
to time to collect and levy all and ſingular 
ſuch like fines, iſſues, amerciaments, for- 
feitures, and profits, by the proper miniſ- 
ters of the aforeſaid bailiffs and freemen

aforeſaid, according to the law and cuſ- 
tom of our kingdom of England. And 
farther, We, gracioufly providing for the 
good rule and governance of the town 
aforeſaid in this behalf, of our ſpecial fa- 
vour, certain knowledge, and mere mo- 
tion, have given and granted, and by 
theſe preſents do for us, our heirs and 
ſucceflors, give and grant to the aforeſaid 
bailiffs and freemen of the town of King- 
ſton upon Thames aforeſaid, and their 
ſucceſſors for ever, that the aforeſaid bai- 
liffs of the town aforeſaid for the time

ſtatute or ſtatutes already made or here- 
after made, which in any manner belong 
or pertain to the office of a juſtice of the 
peace, in as ample a manner and form as 
the juſtices or keepers of the peace of us, 
our heirs or ſucceſſors, within the ſaid 
county of Surry, may or can hear or de- 
termine offences and faults done or per- 
petrated in our ſaid county of Surry, or in 
any parcel thereof, or make correction

_ wiſe notwithſtanding ; yet ſo that they do 
not in any manner proceed to the deter- 
mination of any murder or felony, or any 
other offence touching the loſs of life or 
limb, without the ſpecial command of us, 
our heirs or ſucceflors: and that the 
aforeſaid bailiffs, ſteward of the court of

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the town aforeſaid, and recorder of the 
town of Kingſton upon Thames for the 


time being, or any three of them, of whom 


we will that the bailiffs of the town of

time being be two, lawfully may and may 
be able to attach by their bodies, all and 
ſingular perſons who ſhall or might be 
indicted by the inqueſt, by their ſervants, 
or miniſters, and deliver them all to the 
gaol of the town aforeſaid ; to ſtay there 
until thence delivered, according to the 
law and cuſtom of our kingdom of Eng- 
land. And farther we will, and by theſe 
preſents do for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, 
grant to the aforeſaid bailiffs and freemen 
of the town of Kingſton upon Thames 
aforeſaid, and their ſucceſſors, that the 
ſame bailiffs and freemen of the town of 
Kingſton upon Thames aforeſaid, and 
their ſucceſſors, may have within the ſaid 
town of Kingſton, or the precincts and 
liberties of the ſame, one priſon or gaol 
for the ſafe cuſtody of all and ſingular 
perſons attached and to be attached, or to 
be ſent or adjudged to priſon or gaol in 
any manner whatſoever, within the town 
of Kingſton aforeſaid, and the liberties of 

the 
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the ſaid town, and the village and hamlet 
aforeſaid, or the precincts of the ſame, or 
any one of them for whatſoever cauſe,

there until delivered in a'lawful manner. 
And further, we will and grant for us, our 
heirs and ſucceſſors, to the aforeſaid bai- 
liffs and freemen of the town of Kingſton 
upon Thames aforeſaid, and their ſucceſ- 
fors, that they and their ſucceſſors for 
ever henceforth may have, hold, and 
keep, and may and may be able to have, 
hold, and keep within the town of King- 
ſton aforeſaid yearly for ever, a * market, 
to be held on the Saturday in every 
week within the ſame town of Kingſton 
aforeſaid : and that during the time of 
that market, all and fingular perſons 


coming and reſorting to that market, may 


and may be able for ever henceforth to 
ſell, buy, and expoſe to ſale all and all 
kinds of animals and live cattle, as well

Copthorne and Effingham, on their releaſ- 
ing the Furiſaittion of their ancient Court 
Leet; and View of Frantpledge over the 
Manor of Richmond and Hamlet of Rich- 

mond, Peterſham, Kew, and Ham; with 
divers other Previleges. 


CHARLES, by the Grace of God, of 
England, Scotland, France, and Ireland, 
King, Defender of the Faith, &c. To all 
to whom theſe preſent letters ſhall come, 
greeting. Whereas our town of Kingſton 
upon Thames, in our county of Surry, is 
a very ancient and populous town, and 
ſituated on the banks of the celebrated and 
navigable river the Thames, from whence 
alſo it derives it name; from which town, 
by means of that river, different goods and 
merchandizes, laden in wherries and boats, 
are daily tranſported backwards and for- 
wards to our city of London, and the ad-

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Jacent parts: And the men of that town 
have had, uſed, and enjoyed different li- 
berties, franchiſes, immunities, cuſtoms, 
preſcriptions, and pre- -eminerices, as well 
by virtue and reaſon of different charters 


and letters patent formerly made and 
granted by our very dear late Father, King 


James of happy memory; and by divers 
others our progenitors and anceſtors, late 
Kings and Queens of England, to them 
and their heirs, by different names of in- 


corporation, as by reaſon or pretext of 


different preſcriptions, uſages, and cuſtoms 
uſed and accuſtomed in the town afore- 


aid. And whereas our beloved ſubjects 


the bailiffs and freemen of our town of 


Ringſton upon Thames aforeſaid, have 


very humbly entreated us to confirm to 
the ſaid bailiffs and freemen of the town 
of Kingſton aforeſaid, and their ſucceſſors, 
the former charters and grants of our pro- 
-genitors and predeceſſors, and the afore- 
ſaid liberties, franchiſes, immunities, cuf- 
toms, preſcriptions, and pre-eminences ; 
and alſo to explain the defects, ambiguities, 
and doubts ariſing in thoſe grants, and il- 
luſtrate the things expreſſed therein in 
inapt and unfit expreſſions, and reduce 

them 
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them into a certainty. And that for the 
better ruling, governing, and improye- 
vouchſafe to make, reduce, and create by 
our letters patent the ſaid men and in- 
habitants of the ſaid town of Kingſton 
upon Thames, by whatſoever name or 
names of incorporation they have hitherto 
been incorporated, and whether they have 
hitherto been incorporated or not into 
one body corporate and politic, by the 
name of the Bailiffs and Freemen of the 
Town of Kingſton upon Thames, as ſhall 
ſeem moſt expedient to us. Ve there- 
fore, willing that for ever - henceforth 
there continually, be in the ſaid town of 
Kingſton upon 'Thames one. certain and 
undoubted method of and for the cuſtody, 
peace, rule, and government of the people 
there; and that the aforeſaid town for 
ever henceforth be and remain a town of 
peace and quiet, to the dread and terror 
of the bad, and the reward of the good, 
and that our peace and other acts of juſtice 
may be the better kept there; and hoping 
that if the ſaid men and inhabitants of 
the town aforeſaid, and their ſucceſſors, 
ſhould enjoy fuller liberties and privileges

ſents do will, ordain, conftitute, declare, 
and grant for ourſelves, our heirs and fuc- 
oeſſors, that the men reſiding in and inha- 
bitants of the town aforefaid of Kingſton, 
and their ſacceffors, for ever henceforth 
be, and ſhall be by force of theſe preſents, 
one body corporate and politic, in fact and 
name, by the name of the Bailifts and 
Freemen of the Town of Kingſton upon 
Thames ; and by theſe preſents we ere, 
make, ordain, conſtitute, confirm, and de- 
clare them, for ourſelves, our heirs and 
ſucceſſors, one body corporate and politic, 
in fact and name, really and fully by the 
name of the Bailiffs and Freemen of the 
Town of Kingſton upon Thames; and 

that they by the name of the Bailifts and 

Freemen of the Town of Kingſton upon 

Thames be, and ſhall be in all times to 
come, perſons fit and capable in the law

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manors, lands, tenements, liberties, pri- 
vileges, juriſdictions, franchiſes, and here- 
ditaments of what ſort, nature, or kind 
ſoever they be, to them and their ſuc- 
ceflors in fee and perpetuity, or for the 
term of a year or years, or in any other 
manner; and alſo goods and chattels, and 
any other things of whatſoever kind, name, 
nature, quality, fort, or ſpecies they be; 
and alſo to give, grant, demiſe, alien, aſſign, 
and diſpoſe of manors, lands, tenements, 
hereditaments, and to do and perform all 
and ſingular other acts and things by the 
name aforeſaid ; and that they, by the ſaid 
name of the Bailiffs and Freemen of the 
Town of Kingſton upon Thames, may 
and may have power to plead and be im- 
pleaded, anſwer and be anſwered, defend 
and be defended in any courts and places 
whatſoever, and before any judges and 
juſtices whatſoever, and other perſons and 
officers of us, our heirs and ſucceflors, and 
any others whomſoever, in all and ſingular 
actions, pleas, ſuits, plaints, cauſes, mat- 
ters, and demands whatſoever, of what- 
ſoever ſort, nature, or kind they may or 
ſhall be, in the ſame manner and form as

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kingdom of England, being perſons fit 
and capable in law, or any other body 
corporate and politic within our kingdom 
of England, can and are able to have, pur- 
chaſe; receive, poſſeſs, enjoy, retain, give, 
grant, demiſe, alien, aſſign, and diſpoſe 
of, plead and be impleaded, anſwer and 
be anſwered, defend and be defended, do 
permit and execute; and that the afore- 
ſaid bailiffs and freemen of the town 
aforeſaid, and their ſucceſſors, may have 
for ever a common ſeal to ſerve for the 
cauſes and buſineſs to be done by them 
and their ſucceſſors; and that it be and 

ſhall be lawful for the ſaid bailiffs and 
freemen of the town aforeſaid, from time 
to time, to break, change, and new make 
that ſeal, as ſhall ſeem moſt fit to them. 
And whereas Lord Henry the Third, late 
King of England, our progenitor, by his 
letters patent bearing date the 13th day 
of September, and the fortieth of his reign, 
among other things, granted to his free- 
men of Kingſton aforeſaid, that they and 
their heirs, being men of the town, might 
elect and create coroners for the attach- 
ment of pleas of his crown ariſing within 
the town aforeſaid, and ſhould anſwer be-

other things pertaining to the office of 


coroner, in the ſame manner as other his 


coroners. ought and were ' accuſtomed to 
anſwer.

over, Lord Edward the Fourth, lately King

his heirs, to the freemen of the town 


of Kingſton aforeſaid, that they ſhould be 


one body, in fact and name, and one per- 
petual community, incorporated of two 
bailiffs of that town, and men of the ſaid 


town, and ſhould have a perpetual ſuc- 
ceſſion; and that they ſhould have within 


the town and liberty aforeſaid, the de- 


meſne of the ſaid town and hundred of 


Kingſton and Emelbrigg, and their appur- 
tenances, the different eſcheats and for- 
feitures, iſſues, fines, and amerciaments 
ſpecified in the ſame letters patent.

preſent unfiniſhed year, when firſt they 
lately quitted that office, as Thomas Snel- 
ling and Read Cordrey, the preſent bailiffs 
of the town aforeſaid, and the bailiffs of 
the ſaid town to be in future as well 
during the whole time of their bailiſhip 
as alſo for one whole year next after 
they have reſpectively quitted their office ; 
and alſo the ſteward of our town afore- 
ſaid, and the recorder of the ſaid town for 
the time being, at all future times may 
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and ſhall be our juſtices, and every of 


them may and ſhall be the juſtice of us, 
our heirs and ſucceſſors, to preſerve and 


keep, and cauſe to be preſerved and kept 
the peace of us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, 
within the town of Kingſton upon 


Thames aforeſaid, and the precinct of the 


ſame town, and within the village or 


hamlet of Surpeton, otherwiſe Surpeton, 
Ham, and Hatch, and alſo within all our 
hundred ot Kingſton aforeſaid (except 


only our village of Richmond, in which 
our royal palace is ſituated); and to keep 


and cauſe to be kept, all ordinances and 


ſtatutes for the good of our peace, and for 
the maintenance of the ſame, and for the 
quiet rule and government of our people 
in all their articles within the aforeſaid 
town of Kingſton upon Thames, and the 
aforeſaid village or hamlet of Surpeton, 
Ham, and Hatch, and the aforeſaid hun- 
dred of Kingſton, and within the precin& 
of the ſame (except as before excepted) 
according to the form and effect of the 
tame; and to chaſtiſe and puniſh all who 
offend againſt the form, ordinance, and 
ſtatutes of them, or any of them, within 
the aforeſaid town of Kingſton upon 


Thames, 
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Thames, and the village or hamlet of 
Surpeton, Ham, and Hatch aforeſaid, and 
the aforeſaid hundred of Kingſton and the 
precinct of the ſame (except as before ex- 
cepted) as according to the form, ordi- 
nance, and ſtatutes of them ſhall be to be 
done; and to cauſe all thoſe within the 
aforeſaid town, village, hamlet, precin&,, 
liberty, and hundred (except as before ex- 
cepted) who have threatened any one or 
any of our people concerning their bodies, 
or the burning of their houſes, to come 
before them, or any one of them, to find 
ſufficient ſecurity of the peace, or for their 
good behaviour towards us and our peo- 
ple ; and if they ſhall refuſe to find ſuch 
like ſecurity, then to cauſe them to be 
kept ſafely in priſon until they ſhall have 
found ſuch ſecurity. And that the afore- 
ſaid John Goldwyer and John Thorne, 
the late bailiffs of the town aforeſaid, for 
the aforeſaid refidue of the preſent year ; 
and Thomas Snelling and Read Cordrey, 
the preſent bailiffs of the town aforeſaid, 
and the future bailiffs of the ſaid town, 
henceforth to be during all the time of 
their bailiſhip, and during one entire year 
next after their reſpective departure from

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that office, and the aforeſaid ſteward of 
the court aforeſaid, and the recorder of 
the ſaid town for the time being, or any 
three or more of them (of whom we will 
that the bailiffs of the town aforeſaid of 
Kingſton upon Thames for the time be- 
ing, or either of them, be one) have for 
ever hencefqth full power and authority 
to enquire of, hear, and determine within 
the aforeſaid town of Kingſton upon 
Thames, and the aforeſaid village or ham- 
let of Surpeton, Ham, and Hatch, and the 
aforeſaid hundred of Kingſton, and with- 
in the precin& of the ſame (except as be- 
fore excepted) all and all kinds of felonies, 
murders, homicides, robberies, mayhems, 
inſults, riots, routs, forcible entries on 
lands or tenements, treſpaſſes againſt the 
peace of us, our heirs and ſucceflors, un- 
lawful afſemblies, embraceors, conſpira- 
dies, contempts, concealments; and alſo 
of all other miſpriſions, miſdeeds, defaults, 
neglects, cauſes and articles pertaining, or 
which henceforth may pertain to the au- 
thority or power of juſtices or keepers of 
the peace; and alſo the correction of all 
and ſingular malefactors and delinquents 
"_ the ſtatutes already made, or in 
future 
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future to be made concerning labourers, 
artificers, landlords, victuallers, foreſtallers, 
regrators and ingroſſers; and alſo all and 
all kinds of things whatſoever within the 
town, village, hamlet, precinct, and hun- 
dred of Kingſton aforeſaid (except as be- 
fore excepted) done, had, committed, or 
ariſing, or to be done, had, committed, or 
ariſe againſt the form of any ſtatute or 
ſtatutes already made or hereafter to be 
made, or againſt the common law which 
belong or pertain to the offices of any 
juſtices of the peace whatſoever, in as 
ample a manner and form as the juſtices 
or keepers of the peace of us, our heirs 
and ſucceſſors in our county of Surry, can 
and are able to hear, determine, and pu- 
niſh for offences and crimes done or 
committed in our county of Surry, or any 
part thereof; any ſtatute, act, ordinance, 
or proviſion to the contrary thereof 
hitherto made, ordained, or proyided in 
anywiſe, notwithſtanding ſo however that 
they do not in anywiſe proceed to the 
determination of any murder or felony, 
or any other offence touching the loſs of 
life or limbs, without the ſpecial com- 
mand of us, our heirs and ſucceſſors. 
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Moreover, we will, and by theſe preſents, 
for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, grant to 
the aforeſaid bailiffs and freemen of the 


town of Kingſton upon Thames aforeſaid, 


and their ſucceflors, that the ſaid bailiffs 
and freemen of the town of Kingſton 
aforeſaid, and their ſucceflors, may have 


within the ſaid town of Kingſton, or 


within the precinct and liberty of the 
ſame, a priſon or gaol for the ſafe cuſtody 
of all and ſingular perſons attached or to 
be attached, or to be ſent or adjudged to 


priſon or gaol, within the town of King- 


ſton aforeſaid, and the village, hamlet, 
precinct, liberty, and hundred of King- 
ſton, Emelbrigg, otherwiſe Elmebridge, 
Copthorne, and Effingham, or any of 
them aforeſaid, or within the juriſdiction 
of the court aforeſaid, for . any cauſe 
whatſoever which can be enquired of, 
proſecuted, puniſhed, and determined in 
the town aforeſaid, or in the aforeſaid 
village, hamlet, precinct, liberty, and hun- 
dred aforeſaid, or within the juriſdiction 
of the court aforeſaid, and detain them 
there until they are delivered in a lawful 
manner ; and that the bailiffs of the town

And further we will, -and by 
theſe preſents for us, our heirs and ſucceſ- 
ſors, give and grant to the aforeſaid bailiffs 
and freemen of the town of Kingſton 
aforeſaid, and their ſucceſſors, that the 
laſt aforeſaid late bailiffs of the town 
aforeſaid, for the aforeſaid reſidue of the 
preſent year, and the above-mentioned 
preſent bailiffs of the town aforeſaid, and 
the bailiffs of the ſaid town to be in fu- 
ture henceforth, during the whole time of

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And that the keeper and keepers of that 
gaol for the time being may receive and 
fafe keep thoſe who are thus put into 
their cuſtody until they are delivered ac- 
cording to law, and the cuſtom of our 
kingdom of England, we will, and firmly 
enjoining, command by theſe preſents, that 
they, or any one, or any of them, by a 
like written warrant, ſigned with the hand 
or hands of any one, or any of them, may 
and may have power to ſend to the public 
houſe of correction (in Engliſh the Houſe 
of Correction) of our ſaid county of Surry, 
all ſuch perſons taken or found, or to be 
taken or found within the aforeſaid vil- 
lage, hamlet, precinct, liberty, and hun- 
dred of Kingſton aforeſaid (except as be- 
fore excepted) as ought to be impriſoned 
there or puniſhed for any crime, fault, or 
offence committed by them, according to

command, appoint, and ordain, that the 
before-mentioned John Goldwyer and 
John Thorne, the late bailiffs of the afore- 
faid town of Kingſton ; and Thomas Snel- 
ling and Read Cordrey, the preſent bailiffs 
of the ſame town; and Robert Hatton, eſq. 

the preſent recorder of the ſaid town, be- 
fore they or any of them be admitted to 
execute the office of juſtices of the peace 
within the town, village, hamlet, precinct, 
liberty, and hundred aforeſaid, (except 
as before excepted) ſhall, and every of 
them ſhall take their corporal oath upon 
the holy Goſpel of God, well and faith- 
fully to execute the office of juſtice of the 
peace within the town, village, hamlet, 
precinct, liberty, and hundred of King- 
ſton aforeſaid (except as before excepted) 
in and by all things and duties touching 
the ſame ; and alſo the oaths in this behalf

ful Robert Heath, Knight, our attorney- 
general, the ſteward of the court of the 
aforeſaid town of Kingſton, or before either 
of them: to which Charles Earl of Notting- 
ham, and Robert Heath, Knight, and each 
of them, we give and grant by theſe pre- 
ſents, full power and authority to admi- 
niſter ſuch like oath to the aforeſaid John 
Goldwyer, John Thorne, Thomas Snel- 
ling, Read Cordrey, and Robert Hatton, 
without any other warrant or commiſſion 
in that behalf to be procured or obtained 
from us, our heirs or ſucceſſors. We alſo 
will that thoſe two of the freemen of the 
town aforeſaid, who as above mentioned 
ſhall in future henceforth be choſen, pre- 
ferred, and ſworn as bailiffs of the ſame 
town, according to the cuſtom and uſe 
aforeſaid, before they or any of them be 
admitted to execute the office of juſtice

their buſineſs whatſoever, for or in reſpect

ſucceflors, aſſigned or to be affigned, in 
the ſaid county ; and before the juſtices 
or commiſſioners of us, our heirs and ſuc- 
ceſſors, according to the ſtatutes of ſewers 
aſſigned or to be aſſigned, within the afore- 
ſaid county of Surry; and before the 
bailiffs of the town of Kingſton upon 
Thames, and their ſucceſſors, and the ſte- 
ward of that court for the time being, and 
the recorder of the ſame town for the 
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time being, or before three or two of the 
Juſtices of the peace of us, our heirs and 
ſucceſſors, within the town aforeſaid, and

their ſucceſſors, for ever; and take poſ- 
ſeſſion thereof, without any account to be 
rendered, paid, or made thereof, or of 
any part or parcel thereof, to us, our heirs 
or ſucceſſors, to have to the ſaid bailiffs 
and freemen, and their ſucceſſors, with- 
out the impeachment, diſturbance, or im- 
pediment of us, our heirs or ſucceſſors, or 
of the juſtices, ſheriffs, eſcheators, coro- 
ners, or any other the officers or ſervants 
of us, our heirs and ſucceſſors whomſoever. 
And whereas allo the abovementioned 
late King Henry the Third, by his letters 
patent aforeſaid, granted and confirmed 
for himſelf and his heirs to his freemen 
of Kingſton aforeſaid, that they and their 
heirs ſhould have for ever the return of 
his writs from the ſummons of his Ex- 
chequer, and all other his writs touching 
their ſaid town; and from the time of the 
completion of that charter, the freemen 
of the town aforeſaid, and the bailiffs and 

o 3 freemen 
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freemen of the ſame town have had the 


returns as well of ſummonſes from the Ex- 
chequer as of all the other writs, precepts, 


and commands of the ſaid late King Henry 


the Third, and his ſucceſſors; and the ex- 
ecutions of the ſame, as well within the 
town aforeſaid as within the hundred of 
Kingſton and Emelbrigg, otherwiſe Elme- 
bridge, which are and, from time whereof 
the memory of man is not to the contrary, 
were members and parcels of the demeſne 
of the town aforeſaid, and belonging to 
the ſaid town from the time above-men- 
tioned, by virtue of the general words : 
Know ye that we, in order to take away 
all ambiguity in this behalf, and alſo in 
order to manifeſt our ample and royal 
munificence towards the bailiffs and free- 
men of our town of Kingſton upon 
Thames aforeſaid, do of our bountiful 
favour, certain knowledge, and mere mo- 
tion for ourſelves, our heirs and ſucceſſors, 
give, grant, and confirm to the aforeſaid 
bailiffs and freemen, and their ſucceſſors, 
and according to the tenor of theſe pre- 
ſents, we will that the ſaid bailiffs and 
freemen, and their ſucceſſors, for ever 
henceforth have the returns and execu- 


tions 
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tions of all writs, precepts, and com- 
mands of us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, 
and the ſummonſes from the Exchequer 
of us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, as well of 
the green wax as the ſummonſes of the 
pipe and other ſummonſes of .the Exche- 
quer and of aſſize and attaint, and of 
juris utrum, writs of elegit, extent, and li- 
bertate, and of all other writs, ſummonſes, 
warrants, and precepts, although touch- 
ing us or our people, as well within the 
town aforeſaid of Kingſton upon Thames 
and the aforeſaid hundred of Kingſton 
and Emelbrigg, otherwiſe Emelbridge, 
and moreover within the aforeſaid hun- 
dred of Copthorne and Effingham, in our 
ſaid county of Surry, and every part and 
parcel thereof, ſo that no ſheriff, bailiff, 
or ſervant of us, our heirs or ſucceſſors, 
may enter the town or hundred of King- 
{ton and Emelbrigg, otherwiſe Elmebridge, 
Copthorne, and Effingham aforeſaid, or 
any or either of them, or any way in- 
trude in the ſame, or any or cither of 
them, to do or execute any thing touch-
